DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To 
ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Stephen H. Shaw on November 1, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

a. In claim 17, page 6, line 2, delete "the film system" and replace it by — a film system 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amendment filed on 6/28/04 has been fully considered and they are 
persuasive. 

Referring to new claims 1, 11, 13, 17, 20 and 21, the applicant argues that the 
Bogdanowicz reference requires calibration procedures and the present invention allows 
applicant's system to work independently of any calibration charts/procedures. Associated 
with image capture. The examiner agrees. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a camera system for converting an 
electronically originated image into a modified electronic image simulating an image 
originated from a film system and converted into an electronically displayed image, the 
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system provides a set of spectral product curves that are substantially approximated by a 
linear combination of a set of spectral product curves characteristic of a film system, and that 
are independent of calibration procedures associated with image capture. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons 
for Allowance.
